BOMB FOR A PRESIDENT. 


Abortive Attempt to K ill Chief Execu­ 
tive of Argentina. 
Buenos 
Ayres, 
Feb. 
29.—Dr. 
J. 
Figueroa Aleorta, president of the re 
public, was the object of an abortive 
attem pt at assassination at the hands 
of a native of Argentina. 
He hurled 
a crude bomb at the president as the 
latter alighted from his carriage in 
front of his residence. 
The missile 
did not explode. 
The m iscreant, who is believed to 
be insane, was arrested, and three 
other persons who were acting in a 
! auspicious m anner also were taken in- 


j to custody by the police, 
j 
Dr. Aleorta was not at all perturbed. 
He considers the action that of an in­ 
sane man. 
The official statem ent regarding the 
occurrence was given out at the resi­ 
dence of President Aleorta: 
“His excellency was alighting from 
a carriage when an individual, who 


J afterw ards was identified as an Argen- 
' tine of mixed blood named Solano 
Regis, dropped at the president’s feet 
a bomb, which, happily, did not ex- 
, plode. 
“Dr. Aleorta, w ith great coolness, 
promptly kicked the infernal machine 
away from him, while his aide de 
camp, 
Captain 
Anabia, 
seized 
the 
criminal and prevented his escape. 
“The police im m ediately procured a 
pail of water, into which they placed 
the bomb, which em itted a sulphurous 
odor. 
“President A leorta meantime had 
turned to expostulate with his would- 
be assassin, but owing to the possi­ 
bility of the bomb still exploding he 
was gently forced by his aide de camp 
up on the porch of his residence. 
“The 
police 
afterw ards 
arrested 
three men prowling in the neighbor­ 
hood as suspicious characters. 
“The bomb was made from a com­ 
mon paint can and is believed to con­ 
tain about ten kilos of explosives. 
“His excellency showed no sign of 
perturbation 
during 
the 
incident, 
merely attributing the act to an un­ 
hinged mind.” 
Regis refuses to give any inform a­ 
tion concerning his action, though he 
denies that he was the emissary of 
any one. 
The outrage is not believed to have 
any political significance.

As soon as the soldiers arrived 
on the scene the shah left the house 
where he had taken refuge and, sur­ 
rounded by a strong bodyguard, re­ 
turned to the palace. 
No arrests have been made, al­ 
though the buildings in the vicinity of 
the explosion were carefully searched 
for the assassins. 
The cavalry escorting the shah, im­ 
m ediately after the explosion, began 
firing wildly in all directions. Twelve 
persons are known to have been in­ 
jured by bullets from their weapons. 
The street in the vicinity of the 
explosion was filled with debris and 
sm eared with the blood of the men 
and horses. 
F urther trouble is anticipated.

Distribution of Staple Goods by Job­ 
bers T s n d s to Increase. 
New York, Feb. 29.— Bradstreet’s re­ 
view’ of trade says distribution of sta­ 
ple goods by jobbers tends to increase 
hs I he spring buying season advances 
and the large number of buyers’ excur- 
rlons draw merchants to the market, 
hut there is a concensus of opinion 
that buying is in a high degree con­ 
servative and that staple goods and 
what may be classed as necessities 
comprise the heavier part of the busi­ 
ness done. 
Retail trade is very quiet; 
except where price reductions on win­ 
ter weight goods tempt buyers, and 
final distributive demand unquestion­ 
ably 
feels 
the 
reduced 
purchasing 
power of the public at large, due to 
short time or reduction of earnings 
in industry. 
Wholesale trade-is quiet 
as a whole and cotton fabrics, notably 
print 
cloths anil 
flannelettes, 
have 
been sharply cut; stocks of the former 
are reported to be piling up despite 
reduced time worked. 
Three-fourths 
Of the normal production is reported 
working. 
Reports from other indus­ 
tries are irregular. 
Tho improvement 
in finished lines of steel noted last 
w'aek has gone further and a slightly 
larger capacity is now at work, but 
crude output seems to be no larger; 
some merchant furnaces are reported 
shutting down because of accumula­ 
tions of stocks, and prices of some pig 
Iron are easier. 
A favorable develop­ 
ment in finished steel is the plaoing 
of orders by some roads for rails in 
addition to those noted weeks ago. 
The shoe industry does not gain much 
at the East, but Western reports are 
of fuller capacity working.

goods 
trade 
reports 
are 
not 
ve^y 
cheerful, though the clothing trade is 
reported as being better.

Appeal 
Based 
on 
Constitutional 
Grounds Is Made. 
St. Petersburg, Feb. 29.—That the 
sentence of death imposed against 
Calvino, the Italian newspaper corre­ 
spondent, and six other terrorists who 
were convicted of complicity in the 
recent plot upon the lives of Grand 
Duke Nicholas Nicholaevitch and M. 
Chtcheglovltoff, the minister of jus­ 
tice, will not be carried into effect 
without an effort being made to save 
them was made manifest when an ap­ 
peal based on constitutional grounds 
and involving the competency of the 
duma was lodged with General Hazen- 
katnp. 
The petition set forth that the 
verdict is Invalid as the case did not 
belong to the jurisdiction of a mili­ 
tary court since the state of extra­ 
ordinary security legally ceased to 
exist in St. Petersburg in January, 
and that the original statute estab­ 
lishing various classes of military law, 
promulgated in 1881, after the assas­ 
sination of Emperor Alexander II. and 
renewed periodically since, expired in 
August, 1907. The appeal also con­ 
tends that the imperial order by 
which the statute was extended for a 
year partakes of the nature of a tem­ 
porary law, which requires the con­ 
sent of the duma two years after its 
convocation. 
The case of Calvino and 
the other condemned terrorists is the 
first to raise this issue, as the two 
years expired in January. 
Signor Melagari, Italian ambassador 
to Russia, visited Grand Duke Nicho­ 
las Nicholaeivltch and requested clem­ 
ency for Calvino.

WEEKLY REVIEW OF TRADE 


Distribution of Staple Goods by Job­ 
bers Tends to Increase. 
New York, Feb. 29.—Bradstreet’s re­ 
view of trade saye distribution of sta­ 
ple goods by jobbers tends to increase 
as the spring buying season advances 
und the large number of buyers’ excur- 
rions draw merchants to the market, 
hut there is a concensus of opinion 
that buying is in a high degree con­ 
servative and that staple goods and 
what may be classed as necessities 
comprise the heavier part of the busi­ 
ness done. 
Retail trade is very quiet; 
except where price reductions on win­ 
ter weight goods tempt buyers, and 
final distributive demand unquestion­ 
ably feels the reduced purchasing 
power of the public at large, due to 
short time or reduction of earnings 
in industry. 
Wholesale trade-is quiet 
as a whole and cotton fabrics, notably 
print cloths and flannelettes, have 
been sharply cut; stocks of the former 
are reported to be piling up despite 
reduced time worked. 
Three-fourths 
of the normal production is reported 
working. 
Reports from other indus­ 
tries are irregular. 
The improvement 
in finished lines of steel noted last 
week has gone further and a slightly 
larger capacity is now at work, but 
crude output seems to bo no larger; 
some merchant furnaces are reported 
shutting down beoause of accumula­ 
tions of stocks, and prices of somo pig 
iron are easier. A favorable develop­ 
ment in finished steel ie the placing 
of orders by some roads for rails in 
addition to those noted weeks ago. 
The ehoe industry does not gain much 
at the East, but Western reports are 
of fuller capacity working. Woolen 
goods trade reports are not ve-y 
cheerful, though the clothing trade is 
reported as being hotter.

Two of the principal papers 
read were one by C. A. Forbes, city 
engineer of St. Paul, on “ The Relation 
of the Officers of County Surveyors 
and Superintendent of Highways,” and 
one by State Engineer Geo. W. Cooley, 
engineer of the state highway com­ 
mission, on “ Progress of Road Build­ 
ing in Minnesota.” Arthur E. Morgan, 
supervising 
engineer of the United 
States drainage investigations, read a 
paper on the work being done and the 
benefits that have been derived. 
Com­ 
mittees were appointed by the president 
to investigate on specifications and to 
look after needed legislation. 


Ohio Woman Then Ends Her Own 
Life. 
Baltimore, O., Feb. 29.—Mre. J. C. 
Spires, wife of a farmer, killed three 
of her children, fatally wounded a 
fourth and then committed suicide. 
One of the children was drowned in 
a well and the others were shot and 
their throats cut. 
Mrs. Spires took 
carbolic acid, shot herself and cut her 
throat. The surviving child, which 
may die, is a boy five years old. The 
dead children are Catherine, three 
years old; Luella, six years old, and 
Jesse, one year old. 
The woman la supposed to have 
been seized with a fit of insanity, but 
so far as known she had shown no 
symptoms of mental unsoundness. 
Joseph Spires, husband of the wo­ 
man, was away frem home when the 
tragedy occurred and when he ar­ 
rived home he was horrified to find 
the baby, Jesse, dead in its cradle on 
the lower floor, with its throat cut 
and a bullet hole in its head. 
Going 
up stairs, he found the body of his 
wife lying in a pool of blood on the 
floor, his daughter, Luella, lying on 
the bed dead, and the boy uncon­ 
scious. 
The throats of both the boy 
and girl had been cut and bullet 
wounds were in their bodies. 
Mrs. Spires’ body presented a ter­ 
rible sight. 
Her lips and face were 
burned with carbolic acid, there wa. 
a gaping wound in her throat, and a 
bullet wound in her head. 
Mr. Spires at once alarmed hts 
neighbors, and search was made for 
the girl Catherine. Her body waa 
later found in a well. 


FIRE IN A HOSPITAL

the Live* of Seventy-five 
Patients. 
New Haven, Conn., Feb. 29.—The 
lives of seventy-five patients, some of 
them in a serious state, were endan­ 
gered when a fire broke out on the 
top floor of the four-story patients’ 
ward at Grace hospital in Chapel 
■treat 
While the firemen poured wa­ 
ter into the building, the nurses, doc­ 
tors and orderlies, assisted by citi­ 
zens, removed the patients to places 
of safety in ambulances, carriages, 
automobiles, truck wagons and other 
conveyances. The loss, it is believed, 
will not exceed $30,000. 
Miss R. I. Albaugh, superintendent 
of Grace hospital, said that of the pa­ 
tients twenty-five were in a very se­ 
rious condition. 
Six of them were 
typhoid fever sufferers, twelve had 
been recently operated on, and there 
were three or four bad fracture cases. 
Fhe patients were bundled up as well 
as possible in blankets, but it is feared 
the exposure may have a bad effect. 
It is not known how the fire started. 


Herald States that Upwards of a 
Million and a Half Has Been 
Saved to the People 


By request of Alderman Zakariasen 
The Dispatch republishes the follow­ 
ing editorial from the Duluth Herald on 
the showing made by the municipal 
water and light departments of that 
city: 
“ Elsewhere in |The Herald tonight 
appears the annual report of the water 
and light department of the city of 
Duluth, which should be read by every 
citizen. 
There is m atter in it that will 
stir the pride of the people of Duluth, 
and that will cause them to congratu-1 
late themselves on the judgment they I 
showed when they took over the gas 
and water plants from private owner­ 
ship to be operated for the common 
good. 
“ It is a trite saying that a city is a 
corporation in which every citizen is a 
stockholder, but in this case it is par­ 
ticularly applicable. 
Duluth is in busi­ 
ness for itself, and it is making a suc­ 
cess of it. 
Its business is capitalized at 
about $3,250,000, and every citizen is 
getting dividends—in improved service 
and in cheaper rates. 
“ It is a good showing for Duluth, 
and it is a good showing for municipal 
ownership. 
Duluth sets the pace for 
the nation in the successful administra­ 
tion of municipality owned public util­ 
ities. 
It went about it in the right 
way by taking the municipal plants 
out of politics and putting them in 
an unpaid, non-partisan board of citi­ 
zens. 
The water and light commission 
went about its work in the right way 
by employing an expert to take charge 
of the plants. 
Manager L. N. Case 
was hired because he was fit for the 
place, and he has been retained because 
he made good. 
“ Since the city acquired these plants, 
nine years ago, the pipe lines have 
been more than doubled; tainted and 
poisonous water, has been replaced by 
the purest water on earth; the quality 
of the gas has been improved; and 
what appeals even more forcibly to the 
consumer, selling rates have been cut 
in two. The plants have paid all ex­ 
penses of operation and maintenance, 
interest on bonds and from their earn­ 
ings $200,000 has been invested in nev* 
construction. 
“ Each year for half a decade the 


plants have shown a profit over cost rf 
operation; $20,000 in 1904; $26,500 in 
1905; $47,500 in 1906; $86,700 in 1907 and 
the profit will not be less than $130,000 
this year. 
“ Besides this, the citizens of Duluth 
have been saved upwards of a million 
and a half dollars in the cost of the gas 
and the water service since the city 
took hold of these plants. 
“ Opponents of municipal ownership 
are fond of spreading items of alleged 
news regarding the failure of munici­ 
pal ownership. They never find any 
comfort in contemplating the operation 
of the Duluth plants. 
Duluth never 
figures in the bulletins th at are sent to 
the newspapers of the county contain­ 
ing m atter calculated to discourage 
public ownership of public utilities. 
The reason is that the experience of 
this city in municipal ownership fur­ 
nishes a complete answer to all the 
arguments that are made against the 
policy. 
“ Duluth did not put her municipal 
plants into politics, but placed them in 
charge of a commission composed of 
business men appointed because of their 
public spirit and business experience. 
This commission, by employing experts 
because of their fitness for their places, 
and hy conducting the municipal plants 
as business enterprises upon business 
lines, has made a thorough success of 
its work that is gratifying to the people 
of Duluth and encouraging to believers 
in municipal ownership everywhere.”

As 
the estim ated annual tax on credit 
notes would be $14,000,000, about four­ 
teen years would be required for the 
total retirem ent of the country's pres­ 
ent bond-secured currency after the 
guaranty fund reached the amount of 
$25,000,000.

W ashington, Feb. 29.—By a vote of 
11 to 5, three m em bers being present 
and not voting, tho house com m ittee 
on bunking and currency authorized 
its chairm an, Rcq»resentative Fowler 
of New Jersey, to report to the house 
the Fowler currency bill, with tho 
recom m endation that it puss. 
Mr. Weeks of M assachusetts in vot­ 
ing for tlie favorable report of the 
bill reserved tho right to oppose on 
the floor the clause providing for a 
federal guaranty of national bank de­ 
posit s. 
Though tho decision to report the 
bill favorably was reached as the re ­ 
sult 
of weeks of hearings and ex­ 
haustive discussion of its various pro­ 
visions in executive session, the de­ 
cision does not commit the banking 
and currency «ominittee to its sup­ 
port on the floor of the house. 
Ten of the eleven mem bers 
who 
voted 
for the 
favorable 
report 
re ­ 
served the individual right to oppose 
any section of it, and to offer and 
urge any am endm ent when the bill is 
called up. 
A m ajority of the com m it­ 
tee felt the necessity of getting the 
bill before the house without further 
delay so that its provisions as revised 
in com m ittee may become a subject 
of open debate, both in the house of 
representatives und in tho press of 
th e country.

Washington, Feb. 29.—By a vote of 
l l to 5, three members being present 
and not voting, the house committee 
on banking and currency authorized 
its chairman, Representative Fowler 
rf New’ .Jersey, to report to the house 
the Fowler currency bill, with the 
recommendation that It pass. 
Mr. Weeks of Massachusetts in vot­ 
ing for the favorable report of the 
bill reserved the right to oppose on 
the floor tile clause providing for a 
federal guaranty of national bank de­ 
posits. 
Though the decision to report the 
bill favorably was reached as the re­ 
sult of weeks of hearings and ex­ 
haustive discussion of its various pro­ 
visions in executive session, the de­ 
cision does not commit the banking 
and currency committee to its sup­ 
port on the floor of the house. 
Ten of the eleven members who 
voted 
for the favorable report re­ 
served the individual right to oppose 
any section of it, and to offer and 
urge any amendment when the bill is 
called up.

Washington, Feb. 29.—By a narrow 
margin of one vote the house of repre­ 
sentatives after an all day discussion 
rejected by 59 to 60 an amendment by 
Mr. Foster of Illinois to the army bill 
appropriating $1,000,000 for Joint ma­ 
neuvers of the militia organizations 
and the regular troops. 
Without a dissenting vote the house 
earlier in the day by special rule re­ 
stored the provisions to increase the 
pay of noncommissioned officers and 
men and to prohibit the private em­ 
ployment of army musicians for pay, 
both of which Thursday went out on 
points of order. 
On account of the protracted de­ 
bate but little progress was made with 
the bill.
